Nothing  fakes  the  place  left  vacant  by  the 
lack  of  national  policy.  Next  week  Victoria 
and  Vancouver  will  go  on  daylight  time  and 
the  steamships  which  connect  the  two  ports 
will  run  on  standard  time,  one  hour  out. 
Across  Canada  by  bus  plane  and  train  a sim- 
ilar situation  will  prevail  at  many  points  It 
will  stem  from  the  refusal  of  the  Dominion 
Government  to  take  a stand  on  ihi  matter, 
one  way  or  the  other.  To  jvoid  part  o!  the 
confusion  which  is  bound  to  take  plavc.  the 
British  Cohrmbia  Government  have  now 
placed  emergency  powers  at  the  disposal  of 
the  municipalities,  so  that  they  may  adopt 
daylight  time  if  they  wish  Many,  no  doubt, 
will  do  so  and  something  like  conformity 
may  be  restored  throughout  this  Province. 

That  situation,  however.  falls  far  short 
of  what  it  should  be  Canada  as  a whole 
should  have  gone  on  daylight  time,  or  else 
abandoned  it.  There  is  trouble  enough  with 
six  legal  times  across  the  country:  Atlantic, 
Pastern,  Central.  Mountain.  Pacific,  and  Yu- 
kon Atlantic  and  Yukon  times  are  often  for- 
gorren,  bur  they  exist  and  They  an*  different 
from  their  adjoining  time  rones.  Multiply 
that  by  six  daylight  times,  running  concur- 
rently and — what  is  worse  — partially,  and 
there  will  be  twelve  times  across  Canada  from 
the  Yukon  to  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Ottawa  could  have  cured  that.  I he  Do- 
minion went  to  the  absurdity  of  calling  for 
daylight  time  in  mid  winter  during  the  war. 
when  there  was  in  fact  little  daylight  to  be 
saved  The  precedent  was  there.  Great  Britain 
did  not  abandon  daylight  time  in  the  Sum- 
mer months,  and  took  in  a double  portion 
of  it  during  most  of  the  war  years  Here  in 
Victoria  the  result  will  not  be  fortunate 
Visitors  and  residents  alike  will  have  to 
watch  two  clocks  when  they  wish  to  travel:

Puhliri'ing  Briti-li  Columbia 

Mr  W.  A Mi  Adam,  this  Province  s 
Agcnt-Cicneral  in  London,  has  done  a fur- 
ther good  service  to  those  he  represents 
through  the  medium  of  a timely  and  well- 
written  article  entitled  "Introducing  British 
Columbia.'  which  appears  in  this  month's 
issue  of  the  Imperial  Review  This  magazine 
has  a considerable  field  of  influence  in  the 
industrial  and  economic  life  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  factual  virtues  of  this  Province 
pointed  out  with  emphasis  by  Mr  McAdam 
should  bespeak  a favorable  reception  by 
British  businessmen 

1 he  Agent-General  traces  the  history  of 
British  Columbia  from  the  days  of  the  Or- 
egon Treaty  a century  ago.  recalling  the  gold 
strikes  which  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
Province.  As  he  remarks,  the  real  value  was 
not  the  gold,  but  the  men  who  remained 
behind  — "the  men  who  hail  come  to  dig 
and  staved  to  sow  " How  well  they  and  their 
successors  reaped  is  cited  by  the  growth  of 
the  primary  industries  which  Mr  McAdam 
illustrates  in  some  detail  for  his  British  read- 
ers Victorians  would  be  interested  in  the 
siatcmcnr  he  makes  that  Vancouver  Vic- 
toria anil  Prince  Rupert  form  the  natural 
ports  of  departure  for  the  I ar  Fast  and  the 
Dominions  "Down  Under/' 

T he  Agent -General  also  makes  clear  a 
point  not  so  frequently  noted,  namely,  that 
the  Isthmus  ol  Panama  has  placed  these 
same  ports  in  a scarcely  less  favored  relation 
to  the  continents  of  Europe  and  Africa 
T hese  are  facts  the  value  of  which  no  doubt 
will  be  noted  by  the  manufacturers  to  whom 
Mr.  McAdam  addresses  his  closing  para-

Eharorlrr,  (apaltilitv,  Capital 

A banker  was  shaking  recently  to  a group 
of  senior  busmen  men  He  discussed  the  scrv 
ices  which  a chartered  bank  in  Canada  per- 
forms for  the  community  and  the  nation, 
some  of  which  arr  more  available  than  used. 
In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  he  turned  to 
those  elements  which  go  into  credit  rating, 
the  factors  which  distinguish  one  individual 
Ifom  another  in  the  business  world  He  said 
that  character,  capability  and  capital,  and  in 
that  order,  were  the  item*  weighed  It  will 
hr  noted  that  capital  comes  third,  and  that 
both  capability  and  character  outweigh  it. 

It  will  he  everlastingly  true  that  character 
comes  first  Individuals  of  doubtful  char- 
aiier  can  ncilher  succeed  nor  hold  place  for 
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long  in  anything  I he  smarter  ’ they  #a re. 
| the  more  cause  society  has  to  distrust  them. 
For  character  is  the  judgment  of  society  in 
response,  not  to  an  individual's  words,  but 
hi*  acts  It  is  the  mainstay  of  reputations  that 
have  been  earned,  in  contrast  with  those 
which  have  been  self-imposed  or  asserted. 
And  society  seldom  errs  in  weighing  char- 
acter. in  setting  apart  those  who  can  be 
trusted  from  those  who  cannot. 

The  second  consideration,  capability,  has 
to  do  with  the  inherent  usefulness  of  the  in- 
dividual. A man  working  at  his  ow  n calling. 
I with  experience  in  that  is  apt  to  be  capable 
Should  lie  want  to  work  at  something  else 
for  which  he  has  had  no  training,  his  tapa 
city  to  make  a success  of  that  is  something 
that  remains  ro  be  proved  It  is  true,  of 
course,  that  individuals  with  qualities  to  suc- 
ceed in  one  thing  often  have  the  same  ele- 
ment* which  make  for  success  in  another 
But  capability  as  a commercial  asset  means 
demonsmted  ability  in  action. 

I bird  on  the  list  is  capital  It  is.  one  as- 
sumes. of  many  kinds.  There  is  capital  that 
is  earned  and  therefore  appreciated  There  is 
capital  that  ha*  been  acquired,  and  perhaps 
not  earned.  There  is  capital  made  in  ways 
useful  to  society,  and  capital  that  does  not 
bear  that  stamp.  But  all  business  must  have 
capital,  and  capital  rhat  it  can  call  its  own. 
When  taxation  is  punitive  a strain  is  placed 
on  the  whole  economy  of  a nation,  which 
affects  not  only  the  businessman  but  also 
everyone  in  the  land  Meanwhile,  if  anyone 
is  interested  in  his  own  credit  rating,  he  can 
find  if  under  the  same  three  headings  char 
acter.  capability  and  capital  of  which  the 
first  is  indispensable 

Unwanted  Gold 

* I here  will  be  some  sympathy  for  the 
point  of  view  of  the  villagers  of  Odendalls 
Rust,  in  South  Africa,  where  a new  and  re- 
putedly rich  seam  of  gold  has  been  discovered. 
I heir  memories  go  back  to  the  gold  strikes 
of  the  Transvaal,  and  the  experiences  of  Jo- 
haiv*burg  do  not  make  them  anxious  to  have 
the  metal  uncovered.  Gold  brings  trouble, 
they  sav — money,  hunger  and  dishonesty. 
For  their  part  they  would  leave  it  lie  fallow 

I he  villagers  speak  with  some  truth  of 
course  While  it  is  true  it  is  the  love  of 
I money,  not  money  in  itself,  that  is  the  fruit 
of  much  evil,  (he  distinction  has  grown 
meaningless.  In  the  wake  of  gold  strikes 
come  passion  and  exploitation,  dubious  deals 
and  characters  and  all  the  feverish  living 
that  marks  the  birth  throes  of  a new  mining 
adventure.  Not  until  stability  brings  order 
out  of  confusion  does  new-  wealth  contribute 
without  harm  to  the  welfare  of  people  at 
largo. 

I he  gold  will  not  lie  untouched.  The 
wishes  of  humble  villagers  will  not  stem  the 
progress  that  nations  envisage  in  the  metal 
that  bas  been  raised  so  high  above  its  neigh- 
bors Already  the  village  officials  see  in  the 
strike  at  Odendalls  Rust  a vast  program  of 
building  and  development  which  may  bring 
prosperity  to  the  community  Hotels,  rati > 
ways  are  already  planned,  and  even  rlectric 
light,  probably  the  crowning  feature  that 
will  ronvniii  the  native  villagers  that  the 
world  they  knew  has  come  to  an  end. 

They  will  be  forced  to  learn  what  others 
have  before  them,  that  Ide  has  caught  up 
with  them  and  they  must  bow  to  the  in- 
evitable or  seek  some  other  place  to  live  in

B.C.  Teachers  Want  Higher  Pay; 
Name  Committee  on  Schedule 


VANCOUVER,  April  25  «CP>.-The 
British  Columbia  Teachers'  Federa- 
tion passed  at  the  annual  conven- 
tion here  yesterday  resolution* 
claiming  teachers  were  “grossly  un- 
derpaid" and  calling  for  upward  re- 
vision of  salaries. 

"We’ve  been  too  humble,"  a dele- 
gate told  300  applauding  members. 

“Unskilled  laborers  In  the  paper 
mills,  18  and  19  years  of  age,  get 
more  pay  than  many  experienced 
teac*  -rs. 

' Labor  union*  have  twAi  asking 
fur  higher  wage*,  so  It's  time  we 
followed  their  example  ** 

One  delegate  insisted  tit r mini- 
mum salary  scale  should  run  from 
11,300  a year  to  *2.400  for  elementary 
school  teachers  and  tl.ROf  to  13  000 
for  ndary  school* 

It  waytgreed  to  appoint  a nine- 
man  co^nilttge  which  would  present 
the  salary  schedule  for  rctlfleation 
today. 

The  convention  accepted  a resolu- 
tion from  the  Prince  Rupert  Teach- 
ers' Association,  which  deplored  lhe 
"almost  negligible"  response  of  vet- 
eran* to  the  rehabilitation  depart- 
ment grant*  that  psy  expenses  for 
teachers  in  training. 

"This  Is  due  to  the  fuel."  the  reso- 
lution *a»d.  “that  prevailing  stand- 
ard* of  remuneration  still  compare 
unfavorably  with  other  professions 
— notwithstanding  wartime  In- 
creases ’* 

Another  resolution  was  passed 
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recommending  that  school  boards 
rcc  ~ntze  the  principle  of  equal  pay 
for  men  and  women  teachers. 

On  the  suggestion  of  Bruce  E. 
Mlckleburgh,  of  Prince  Ruperk  a 
resolution  was  passed  urging  the 
Minister  of  Finance  not  to  scrap 
price  ceilings. 

Urtlng  of  price  ceilings  In  the 
past  two  weeks  had  Increased  by 
i 10  per  cent  of  living  for  teachers, 
Mr.  Mlckleburgh  said. 

C.  J.  Outes.  of  Vancouver,  retiring 
flrst  vice-president,  wa*  elected  by 
acclamation  to  the  office  of  presi- 
dent. Mr.  Oates,  who  for  the  past 
year  also  lias  headed  the  Labor 
Relations  Committee,  succeed*  C.  B. 
Gillie,  of  Victoria,  to  the  presidency. 

F.  P.  Llghtbody.  Vancouver,  re- 
tiring secretary  - treasurer,  was 
elected  flm  vice-president,  while  T.  i 
M Chalmers.  Burnaby,  ex-chalrman 
| of  the  council  on  professional  ethics,  [ 
was  elected  second  vice-president.  I 
, New  secretary-treasurer  is  ML\s  E.  I 
V.  H Kendall,  of  Vancouver.
